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On tho morning of February 17i 196k this offles was 
notified that tho SVBlECf had oontacted the jUbuquerqae offloe 
of tho Federal Bureau of Investigation on Saturdajr, February 19 
196k and had told the agonta in that offioe that he was enrout* 
to Dallas to testify in tho JACK HTJBY trial. The SUBJECT was 
asked if he had a subpoena as a witness and he stated 'No, but 
that he was going to be there any how and testify.' 

This SUBJECT had previously oontaoted the Federal Bursoa 
of Investigation Agents in Fortland, Oregon and had told th« 
Agonta that he had dreaaod that L£:s UARYSt OSWALD was going to. 
kill tho Fresidont in the month of Hovpmber, I963. Th« SUBJECT 
stated that this dresxi had oooured in July of 196}. 

The Dallas FBI Agents stated that the SUBJECT was 
probably onrouto to Dallas and that he was driving a I96O 
OldsDobile sodan, 2 dooxt oolor beige, bearing Oregon 196} 
lioensa 2^-7807. 

At approximately lliOO am 2-17-6'l-, the SUBJECT was 
arrested at tho Dallas County Distriot Attorney's Office and . 
had a pistol in his posoosslon. This arrest was effected by 
A Dallas Folioe Officer and a Dallas County Deputy Sheriff. 
SUBJECT alpo had in his possession a rabber stamp for making 
cards imprinted 'HELP STAia> OUT laiCSS THE KEOnoiD SEMTICS 
WAIIT TO IKTEOHATB THEIR HEGRO COUSIHS — REACTIOKAHY HO. l.» 
A copy of this stamp is attached to each oopy of this report*
